WASHINGTON, May 24 — f/I» )— 
The United States has tip p ed off 
its 16 Allies in Korea that the 
Commu nist might be p lanning a 
new offensiv e. 
The State Dep artment d isclosed 
late y esterd ay that it circu lated a 
warning 10 d ay s ago against the 
p ossibility 
of 
“renewed 
Com­ 
mu nist aggression.” The on gu ard 
message went to all United Nations 
members help ing in the Korean 
fight. 
The d ep artm ent said “there mu st 
be no faltering” shou ld the Com­ 
mu nists once again try to engu lf 
U. N. forces on the p eninsu la. 
The d eclaration was in effect a 
correction of a statement by Secre­ 
tary of State Dean Acheson to a 
news conference 
W e d n e sd a y . 
Acheson is now in Eu rop e, help ing 
negotiate agreements for a G er­ 
man p eace contract and for Ger­ 
man p articip ation in the d efense 
of Eu rop e against Commu nism. 
The secretray told his news con­ 
ference, before leav ing, that no 
warning had 
been 
sent to 
the 
Philip p ines abou t new Commu nist 
aggression in the Far East. Presi­ 
d ent Elp id io Qu irino of the Philip ­ 
p ines had told rep orters his gov ­ 
ernment receiv ed su ch a warning, 
and was concerned abou t it. 
To set the record straight, the 
State D ep artm ent said : 
“It has now been learned that 
Presid ent Qu irino was referring to 
a statement which had been mad e 
recently in Washington (May 13) 
to the rep resentativ es of all na ­ 
tions p articip ating in the U. N.

Presbyterians 
Change Part 
Of Church Law

NEW YORK, May 24—i/P)— 1The 
Presby terian Chu rch in the U.S.A. 
has thrown ou t a p art of its chu rch 
law say ing its ministers may re ­ 
marry a d iv orced p erson only af­ 
ter a y ear has elap sed since the 
d iv orce. 
The change, giv en final ap p rov ­ 
al 
by 
the 2,5 00,000 - m e m b e r 
chu rch’s top gov erning bod y , also 
strik es ou t a p hrase sp ecify ing that 
ministers “may rem arry the in­ 
nocent p arty ” to a d iv orce. 
No restrictions concerning re ­ 
marriage of the “gu iity ” or “inno­ 
cent” p arty is contained in the 
newly su bstitu ted section of the 
chu rch's d irectory of worship .” 
It sp ecifies only that the minis­ 
ter, before rem arry ing a d iv orced 
p erson, “shall ascertain w hether 
there is p enitence for p ast sin and 
failu re, and intention 
to enter, 
with the help of God , and throu gh 
His chu rch” into a lasting marriage 
| of “lov e, honor, for-bearance and 
loy alty .” 
The action cu lminated sev eral 
y ears of d ebate ov er the chu rch’s 
marriage and d iv orce p olicies. 
End orsed d u ring the p ast y ear 
by a majority of the chu rch’s 25 9 
local Presby teries, the rev ision got 
final ap p rov al y esterd ay by the 
chu rch’s 16 4th annu al General As­ 
sembly . 
More than 2,000 Presby terian 
lead ers are here for the week -long 
meeting, which also ad op ted an 
ex tensiv e p rogram of “coop era­ 
tiv e activ ity ” with the two other 
major Presby terian branches—the 
7 00,000 - m e in b e r 
Presby terian 
Chu rch in the U. S., and the 300,- 
000-member United Presby terian 
Chu rch.

The Allies stru ck the greatest air 
blow of the Korean war at the 
Red s Thu rsd ay and Frid ay , against 
a sobering p ictu re of increasing 
p lane losses. 
The Fifth Air Force tally show­ 
ed the week end ed Frid ay was one 
of the worst—if not the worst— 
air week for the Allies since the 
w ar started 23 months ago. On the 
cred it sid e, the Air Force said U. 
N. p ilots d estroy ed 46 0 bu ild ings 
and d amaged 16 3 in their con­ 
tinu ou s two-d ay attack which p ar­ 
aly zed Red 
ind u stries 
near the 
North Korean cap ital of Py ong­ 
y ang. 
The week ly p lane loss cou nt 
gav e the Commu nists 12 k ills and 
U. S. airmen fou r. 
For the first time in the war, 
Commu nist MIGs grabbed a fiv e- 
to-fou r ed ge in aerial d ogfights. 
The Fifth Air Force annou nced the 
loss of three F-8 6 Sabrejets and 
two F-8 4 Thu nd erjets in the air 
against only fou r confirmed MIG 
k ills. It was a sharp rev ersal from 
the u su al top heav y Allied score.

“Similarly , the National Grange, 
oldest and second largest of the 
farm bodies, at its convention a 
short time previously voiced again 
its stand against any plan of na­ 
tional compulsory health 
insur­ 
ance or socialized medicine . . . 
“RuTal rejection ol government 
health insurance has been little 
recognized in larger cities, which 
usually hear much of labor’s vicw- 
point. But though labor’s call for 
compulsory health insurance has 
been much better publicized, it re­ 
mains the demand of a minority 


. . . Meantime agriculture pro­ 
vides a balance against labor on 
this issue and a formidable safe­ 
guard.” 
In 
agriculture, 
which 
deals 
daily with such eternal matters as 
soil and weather, the old virtues of 
independence and self-reliance are 
still in vogue. That is one of the 
finest protections we have against 
the unlimited growth oi the wel­ 
fare state—which :s a pleasant 
sy nony m for socialism. Agricul­ 
ture's stand on compulsory health 
insurance is perfectly in accord 
with our American traditions.

— if the income tax increases were 
overlooked. He thus argued, at 
least by inference, that tax es are 
not a part of the cost of operating 
business. 
Of this rem arkable viewpoint, 
the San Francisco Chronicle said, 
“The argument is without bearing; 
earnings before tax es are a fig­ 
ment. They are not profits out of 
which the regulated utility can 
pay a return on its investment. 
They cannot be spent on building 
dams or power houses. Until tax es 
are deducted, it is illusory to con­ 
sider earnings as profits; just as 
illusory as it would be to so con­ 
sider them before deducting wag­ 
es.” 
The cause of reason and good 
sense was served when the com­ 
missioner presiding over the rate 
hearing threw out the OPS conten­ 
tion and held that tax es are a part 
of the cost of doing business. But 
the reasoning which lay behind 
O PS’ stand will bear watching. It 
is the kind of reasoning which, 
once accepted as valid, would des­ 
troy enterprise, lead to more state 
socialism, and sap the strength 
of the nation. *

The S i x t h Commandment — 
“Thou shalt not kill”—is the first 
of the second group of the Ten 
Words, or Commandments, and 
this second group deals especially 
with man’s behavior toward his 
fellow man. 
If a man had no neighbors, no 
other human being with whom to 
associate, there would be no need 
for this latter group of five com­ 
mandments.' 
But man is a social creature. He 
DOES have human associates, and 
the longer the world ex ists the 
more complex society becomes and 
the more man needs some rule or 
rules to guide him in dealing with 
his fellows. 
God did not create man as a 
social creature without providing 
social laws, and it is very appro­ 
priate that the first of these laws 
should be the one guarding the 
lives, the very ex istence of men, 
prohibiting the destruction of the 
life of one man by another. 
It should be remembered that 
God announced this law against 
one man by another, long before 
Moses brought down from Mount 
Sanai the tablets of stone on one 
of which was graven the com 
mandment “Thou shalt not kill.” 
God in the early day s of human 
ex istence 
had 
pronounced 
His 
curse upon Cain because of m ur­ 
der. Moses, to whom God gave the 
tablets of the Law, had fled from 
Egy pt because he had killed a man. 
Prohibition of murder had alway s 
been one of the basic laws of every 
civilized tribe and even of many 
of 
the 
savage 
peoples of 
the 
earth. 
Had the writing of the Ten 
Commandments been left to Moses 
himself, he doubtless would have 
included the one against murder, 
for Moses was well versed in 
Egy ptian law and that law had 
made Moses a fugitive from jus­ 
tice. 
But this brief law' which God 
gave to Moses and through Moses 
to the Hebrew people as a part of 
their basic national code meant 
more than refraining from the 
ending of a phy sical human life. 
The full meaning of this law 
had never been grasped until Jesus 
came. 
Jesus showed, in His wonderful 
Sermon on the Mount, that, in this 
brief and particular rule, a great 
principle was involved. 
Jesus was concerned about at­ 
titudes and q ualities of the heart, 
as well as deeds of the hands, for 
Jesus knew that the attitudes and 
q ualities of the heart governed 
and commanded the deeds of the 
hands. 
Jesus knew and taught that 
there was some unwholesome a t­ 
titude and q uality back of every 
murder, some cause, and Jesus 
came to reach such causes, to up­ 
root unwholesome attitudes and 
q ualities, to fulfill the law by in­ 
stilling into His followers obedi­ 
ence to the law through innocency 
before the law. 
If there was to be no murder, 
taught Jesus, there must be noth­ 
ing to cause murder. 
According to Jesus, back of 
every m urder are anger and hat­ 
red, and, if we can eliminate these, 
we can help mightily to banish 
murder from the land. 
Jesus 
condemned 
anger 
and 
hatred because— 
1. They are contrary to God’s 
will. 
2. Anger and hatred violate the 
spirit of brotherhood among men. 
3. Anger and hatred lead to sins 
against 
mankind 
generally , 
or 
what is known as anti-social sins. 
4. Anger and hatred alway s come 
back to plague and to curse and to 
kill the ones who give them birth. 
H um an P erso n ality 
Murder includes more than the 
destruction of human life. It is also 
murder to destroy human person- 
ality . 
There are several modern m eth­ 
ods of causing that destruction. 
Opposite to and a cure for all 
the sins of m urder—of the de­ 
struction of human personality —is 
love, love for God and love for 
His human creatures. This love 
means—• 
1. Elimination of anger, hatred 
and revenge. 
2. Overcoming indifference to 
the rights and needs of others. 
3. Sharing with others, for love 
grows as it is shared. 
Has m urder been committed? 
Look around y ou. 
Every sad face, every hungry 
and ill-clothed child, every down­ 
cast look, every inhabited prison 
cell, every hovel filled with God’s 
humanity , e v e r y human being 
without employ ment, every empty 
cupboard — every thing that gives 
proof of human suffering and 
privation is proof positive that 
m urder has been committed, that 
someone, some time, somewhere 
has destroy ed human personality , 
that someone, some time, some­ 
where he has sought to kill that 
which God created in His own 
image.

ed, will be developed to a remark­ 
able degree. Many of the roots on 
corn of this size will be 12 or more 
inches long. Some of them w’ill be 
growing out toward the center of 
the row at varying depths. That is 
why it is so important to use wude 
sweeps on 
the 
cultivator 
while 
plowing your corn, and to plow 
only deep enough to destroy all 
weeds and grasses. The use of 
wide sweeps will necessitate set­ 
ting themfurther apart. This, in 
turn will mean less corn roots de­ 
stroyed while cultivating. 
Because the plant will do a bet­ 
ter job of feeding itself if all the 
roots are left unbroken, every New 
Madrid County farmer should re­ 
member these important rules of 
cultivating the corn crop shallow 
and keeping the sweeps as far from 
the plant as possible.

MISSOURI MOVES UP AS A 
BROILER PRODUCING STATE 
i 
With some 22 million commercial j 
fryers produced in the state la s t1 
year, 
Missouri 
became 
No. 
11 
among the states as a producer of 
commercial broilers. This is eight 
to ten times greater production 
than five to six years earlier, re­ 
ports Joe Cupp, assistant county 
agent. 
National production was a little 
shy of 800 million in 1951. This 
compares to slightly less than 300 
million annually in 1946 and 1947. 
Missouri is a relative newcomer 
in the commercial broiler business. 
During the late thirties, the aver­ 
ages annual production was less 
than 1.5 million birds. Average an­ 
nual production for 1940-44 was 
about 2.4 million, and it was 4.9 
million per year on an average for 
1945-49. Number produced in 1950 
was 14.3 million. 
While the growth of the industry 
in the state has been very rapid, 
and the total number produced in 
1951 looks quite sizable, Missouri’s 
production per capita 
was only 
about 1112 pounds on a dressed 
weight basis. Last year was the 
first time, however, that the pro­ 
duction per capita in Missouri ex­ 
ceeded 
the national 
average — 
which was some 11 pounds (dress­ 
ed weight) per capita. 
The efficiency with which we 
convert feed into food and make 
use ol labor are factors contribut­ 
ing to the growth of the industry. 
A study by the Missouri Agricul­ 
tural Extension Service made on 
reports covering nearly two-thirds 
of a million broilers, most of which 
were produced in 1950. showed an 
average requirement of 3.3 pounds 
of feed to produce a pound of 
broiler. Birds were eleven weeks 
old when sold and weighed an 
average of 2.93 pounds per bird. 
The most efficient one-third of 
this group o.f broiler growers from 
whom records were secured pro­ 
duced a pound of broiler for 2.9 
pounds of feed. These birds weigh­ 
ed 2.9 pounds when sold at ten 
weeks and four day og age.

Presbyterians 
Change Part 
Of Church Law

NEW YORK, May 24— (/P)—The 
Presbyterian Church in the U.S.A. 
has thrown out a part ol its church 
law saying its ministers may re ­ 
marry a divorced person only af­ 
ter a year has elapsed since the 
divorce. 
The change, given final approv­ 
al 
by

2,500,000 - m e m b e r 
church’s top governing body, also 
strikes out a phrase specifying that 
ministers “may rem arry the in­ 
nocent p rty” to a divorce. 
No restrictions concerning re­ 
marriage ol the “guilty” or “inno­ 
cent” party is contained in the 
newly substituted section of the 
church’s directory of worship.” 
It specilies only that the minis­ 
ter, before remarrying a divorced 
person, “shall ascertain w hether 
there is penitence for past sin and 
failure, and 
intention 
to enter, 
with the help of God, and through 
His church” into a lasting marriage 
of “love, honor, for-bearance and 
loyalty.” 
The action culminated several 
years of debate over the church’s 
marriage and divorce policies. 
Endorsed during the past year 
bv a majority of the church’s 259 
local Presbyteries, the revision got 
final approval yesterday by the 
church’s 164th annual General As­ 
sembly.

The S i x t h Commandment —

Words, or Commandments,

If a man had no neighbors, no 
other human being with whom to 
associate, there would be no need 
for this latter group of five com­ 
mandments.' 
But man is a social creature. He 
D O ES have human associates, and 
the longer the world exists the 
more complex society becomes and 
the more man needs some rule or 
rules to guide him in dealing with 
his fellows. 
God did not create man as a 
social creature without providing 
social laws, and it is very appro­ 
priate that the first of these laws 
should be the one guarding the 
lives, the very existence of men, 
prohibiting the destruction of the 
life of one man by another. 
It should be remembered that 
God announced this law against 
one man by another, long before 
Moses brought down from Mount 
Sanai the tablets of stone on one 
of which was graven the com­ 
mandment “ Thou shalt not kill.”
